(via Petrograd, April 1.)—^Preceding the 
reoccupation by the Russians of SaJmac 
plains, in Azerbaijan province, northwest 
of Urumiah, hundreds of native Chris- 
tians were roimded up by the Turks in 
the village of HaftdeAvan and massacred. 
Slany of these were searched out from 
the homes of 
friendly 
Mohammedans 
who tried to protect them. 


The Russians on entering the village 
found 720 bodies, mostly naked and mu- 
tilated. 
The recovery of bodies from 
wells, pools and ditches and their burial 
kept 300 men busy for thiee days. 


Horror Is Intensified. 
The wailing of women intensified the 
horror of the scene. 
Surviving widows 
who were able to identify the bodies of 
their husbands insisted 
upon

graves and burying the bodies.

A general massacre of the 10,000 or 
15,000 Christians remaining in Urumiah 
is expected imless it should be averted 
by orders from Constantinople.

David Lloyd-George, chancellor of the 
exchequer: 


"Dear Cliancellor of the Exchequer: 
The king thanks you for so promptly 
letting him have a full report of the 
proceedings at yesterday's meeting of 
tlio deputation of emploi'ors. His majes- 
ty hsLS read it witli intense interest, but 
also with tile deepest concern. He feels 
that nothing but the most 
vigorous 
measures will successfully cope with the 
grave situation now existing in our 
armament factories. 


"We have before us the statements 
not merely of the employers but of the 
admiralty and the war office, -svhich are 
responsible for munitions of war and 
for the transport of troops and their 
foo<l and ammunition. 


"From this evidence it is without 
doubt largely due to drink that we are 
unable to secure the output of war ma- 
terial indispensable to meet the require- 
ments of the army in the field, and that 
there has been such serious delay, in 
consequence, of the necessary reinforce- 
ments of supplies to aid our 
gallant 
troops at the front. 


"A continuance of such a state of 
things must inevitably result in the pro- 
longation of the horrors and burdens of 
this terrible war. 


"I am instructed to add that, if it be 
deemed advisable, the king will be pre- 
pared to set an example by giving up 
all alcoholic liquor himself and by issu- 
ing orders against its consumption in 
tho royal households, so that no differ- 
ences shall be made, so far as his majes- 
ty is concerned, between the treatment 
of the rich and the poor in this ques- 
tion.

Paris Police Further Accuse 
Alleged American Un- 
der Charges. 


Paris, April 1.— (5:15 a. m.)—Addi- 
tional evidence has been found the po- 
lice assert, to prove the pro-German 
sympathies 
of 
Raymond 
Swoboda 
charged with being responsible for the 
fire which threatened the destruction of 
the steamer La Touraine. 


Secret service operatives learned yes- 
terday that Swoboda left five trunks in 
an office in the Avenue de l'Opéra, the 
use of which he had obtained through 
an introduction by the broker Morrison. 
The tnmks 
were seized and 
sent to 
Havre. 


The villa which Swoboda occupied at 
Viroflay, 
near 
Versailles, 
also was 
searched and a number of papers seized. 
These documents included the police as- 
sert, letters of a highly compromising 
character 
together 
with 
photographs 
showing Swoboda in a German uniform 
with two other officers. 


Raguet, Svvoboda's business asso- 
ciate, declared in an interview last night 
that he believed Swoboda was a Cana- 
dian as he had excellent references from 
Quebec, where he said his family re- 
sided. 
Swoboda told 
Raguet he had 
been brought up in Germany and made 
no attempt to hide his sympathy for 
that nation according to the interview, 
"Swoboda's Germanophile sentiments be- 
came so pronounced about tho middle of 
July," said M. Raguet. "that I decided 
to break off my relations 
with 
him. 
After July 
fifteen 
Swoboda spoke of 
•war being imminent between France and 
Germany. He said he had exceptional 
sources of information in Germany. He 
wrote me about this time that it was a 
shame to deal on the bourse since ther^ 
never would he a monthly settlement."' 


The Figaro prints the following state- 
ment in reference to Swoboda's attempt 
to attach himself to that paper. 


"During the first days of the war 
Swoboda came to the Figaro and of- 
fered himself as a war correspondent, in 
which positiou, he declared his American 
citizenship would be advantageous. He

SINKS FRENCH BOAT 


Lon(fon, April I. —(l.-ii.S p. m.»—

German submarine.

The two survivors were brought into 
Dover today. 
Tliey liad been piokcd up 
in the channel. 
Tho sliip-s that brouiiTit 
them in also liad on board tho btnUos of 
two other memberg of the crew. The 
steamer was on her way to Bordeaux 
when she met the submarine. 


Dutch Boat Taken. 


A dispatch to tlio 
Exchange 
Tele- 
grajiii company from Now Kaven, a, port 
on the Eiifrlisli channel in Sussex, says a 
large DutcJi carfro boat, the bodewijk 
\'an Nassau, has been brought into Ntiw 
Haven by two Kritish torpedo boats un- 
der the suspicion that she has been 
supplying German submarines with fuel 
oil. 


The torpedo boats gave chase to tho 
Lodewijk Van Nassau and captured her 
near Brighton. It is said thè members 
of her crew appear to be Germans. The 
name of tho vessel is painted on eacn 
side in huge letters. 
She has a cargo 
of oils on board_ and this is now being 
examined, 
^^^len hailed by the Britisn 
torpedo boats tho Dutch .steamer re- 
fused to stop but she eventually was 
brought to a halt. 


There are 
further indications 
that 


Turkey expects other Balkan nations to 
enter the war on the side of the allies. 
At Adrianople. the nearest 
important 
I'urkish town to tho Bulgarian frontier, 
troops are being concentrated and the 
artillery equipment increased. 
This is 
interpreted in Sofia as preparatory to a 
possible war with Bulgaria. 


Reports at Variance. 


Kussian and Austrian 
reports con- 
cerning tiie great stniggle in the Car- 
pathians arc completely at variance al- 
though thoy agree that heavy lighting 
is continuing. 
Tho war office claims 
various successes along this front, but 
the American authorities state that Rus- 
sian attacks were driven back. There Is 
a similar conflict between (ierman and 
Russian reports of the fighting in the 
north. 
Tho Kussinn Black sea lleet has 
bombarded 
several 
Tiu'kish 
towns in 
Asia Elinor, and it is stated that great 
damage was done, including the sink- 
ing of several ships. 
This claim, how- 
ever, is contradicted at Constantinople. 


Eyidences of a revival of activity in 
the west aro no longer apparent. The 
French attack in the Champagne region, 
wliich meets v.ith a measure of success, 
apparently is no longer being pushed. 
Although tho Germans are reported to 
have brought large forces into Alsace 
only tho customary desultory fighting is 
in 
progress 
there. 
In northwestern 
France and Belgium operations are al- 
most at a standstill.

Indianapolis, April 1.—Without plac- 
ing Mayor Donn lioberts on the witness 
stand to testify in his own Ifphalf, as 
had been expected, thw defense in the 
Terre Haute election fraud cases com- 
pleted its side of the case shortly after' 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon and rested. 
Court then adjourned until to<lay. 


The rebuttal for the government was 
not expected to take much time and it 
wag the opinion of court attaches that 
tho arguments in the case might be be- 
gun late today or Friday morning. 


Developments came rapidly yesterday 
afternoon. Without any warning Percj' 
Williams, 
special 
counsel for SheriiT 
Dennis Sliea, City Judge Thomas Smith 
and Maurice Walsh, treasurer of the 
democratic committee, announceil that 
his clients would offer no evidence. His 
annoimcement "was followed by that of 
Clarence Nichols, attorney for William 
Doyle and George Woodall, who said hia 
clients rested without calling any wit- 
nesses. A. O. Stanley, chief coxmsel for 
the majority of the twenty-eight defend- 
ants, called a few more witnesses, in- 
cluding Alexander Aczel, alias Steel, one 
of the defendants, before closing his 
case. 


After Finley P. Mount had completed 
the evidence he wished to introdiwe in 
behalf of Arthur Qilli«, there was some 
delay duo to Mr. Stanley's absence, 


"Someone will have to put a witness 
on the stand soon or I'll call on the gov- 
ernment to proceed with the rebuttal," 
Judge Anderson announced *fter he had 
waited several minutes. It was then 
that Williams and Nichola itated that 
their clients rested. 


DEATH PEIUlTr FIXED 
FOR «FEIIERS 


Villa Out With a Drastic 
Order Against Bogus 
Money Men. 


El Paso, Tex., April 1.—Gen. Villa has 
ordered that the death penalty be ap- 
plied to those guilty of circulating coun- 
terfeit paper money, large quantities of 
which are reported in use along the Mex- 
ican border. In a statement received 
here last night from Torreon Villa said: 


"I am sorry to say that I have been 
forced to take this step because it has 
been impossible to cause punishment of 
tiie culprits in tho United States not- 
M'ithstanding the evidence that we have 
presented 
against 
tlio defendants in 
many cases and because the conscious 
sellers aro not prosecuted in any way, 
and the conscquence has been to increase 
the issue of bogus money." 


The 
death 
penalty for circulating 
forged money has already been applied 
frequently by Villa's commanders. A 
Mexican was e.xecuted recently In Juarez 
for attempting to smuggle counterfeit 
money into Me.vico and several Amer* 
icans have been arrested but none exe/ 
cuted as far as is known. 


As a result of complaints from the 
Villa officials the state of Texaa recently 
passed a law applying to the counter« 
feiting of foreign money. No convictions 
have resulted, but several persons are 
awaiting trial in the state charged with 
felony as prescribed under the new law. 


The Villa and Carranza paper money 
is sold on the banking market at aereral 
border cities. Both varieties during the 
last few days have fallen far 
Mow 
their usual figure, due both to the exten- 
sive counterfeiting and the unsettled 
conditions south of the border. 


Winona Jjake, Ind., April 1.—Evangel- 
ist William Edward Biederwolf has just 
dosed a seven weeks' meeting in the 
city of Meadville, Pa. The preacher de- 
livered three sermons on Sunday, the 
closing day of the meetings, and the 
scenes which transpired on that day are 
said to have marked the complete trans- 
formation of more than four hundred 
men and women.

According to the daily records kept at 
No. 1 engine house, the city fire depart- 
ment answered thirty-seven calls during 
the month of March, the lai^gest number 
in one month during this year. Tho es- 
timated loss on property 
alone, not 
counting 
furnishings, 
amoimted to 
$1,800. March is considered a month of 
fires by tho firemen, but this year the 
number of fires was greater than that 
of last year. 


With'the exception of nine or ten the 
cause of the fire in each case was sparks 
from a chimney. 
Nearly all were dis- 
covered in time to avoid heavy loss with 
the exception of the one Wednesday on 
Warsaw street where the loss OH the 
two houMS as estimated by the chief 
amounted to $700. 


Five calls on March 17 was the largest 
number of fires in one day during the 
month. 
On the last day of the month 
four fires to which the'department waa 
called involved the greatest loss in one 
day to property, tho approximate 
amount being $000. 


Tho last rour days were the busiest 
day* for the firo laddies when eleven 
calls were answered wbidi caused $1,100 
of the $1,800 loss 
during the entire 
month. Ilio first few days of the month 
were very qiiiet and the firemen have 
come to believe that the old weather 
adage, "Oamo in like » lamb, goes out 
like a lion," can be applied to fires as 
well.

He started to work clearing a 
S60-acre tract of land about fonr milp 
«P the Salanionie river froin Warren in 
Wells county and made a home there in 
the virgin wilderness.

what is now the veiy heart of Warren. 
The Christian church and the interur- 
bah station now stand on that ground 
and it was on the same tract that his 
death occurred. 
The year after coming 
to Indiana his father and mother and 
bis sister and her husband, James Cloud. 
Bettled with him. 
They all lived to- 
gether and all worked thriftily to im- 
f>rove the'farm.

Ohio and was married there November 
25, 1847. On his rctmii he and his wife 
took up their abode on the farm.

Studying the Compensation 
Law. 


Speaking before a gathering of some iJOO Inaiauapoiis manufac- 
turers, Frauk M. Smith, secretary of tlie ludiana Manufacturers' as^ 
Bociatioii, discussed a day or two ago in interesting fashion some of 
the details of the new Indiana workmen's compensation law as it is 
likely to affect both employer and employe. It was one of the most 
far-reaching enactments of the recent legislature and is of such gen- 
eral interest that any authoritative elucidation of its operations is of 
very high value. Very naturally there is as yet much lack of ac- 
curate information because the act has not been officially promul- 
gated and distributed, and both employer and employe are at sea re- 
garding its effect. 


Mr. Smith explained that the new law bccomcs effective Sep 
'tember 1, and the theory of the act is to prevent people from becom- 
ilig state charges. He set at rest many doubts when he declared the 
»ew law would prove more expensive to manufacturers than the 
present mployers' liability law, but that, in the end, it would prove 
far more satisfactory. 


He explained the new law sought efficiency, as well as economy, 
[inasmuch as the empioyer would have the right to look after the 
ijured employe personally, thereby saving the loss of time by the 
employe's absence and preventing inferior work by less experienced 
hands. He corrected an error in tlie printing of the bill, changing 
the words "one half" to 55 per cent, in the clause: "When death 
[results from the injury withiji 300 weeks there shall be paid in addi- 
tion to burial expenses not to exceed <$100, a weekly compensation 
iqual to 'one-half of the deceased's average Aveekly wages during 
sneU remaining part of the 300 weeks." 


Primarily, of course, a compensation law passed by any state 
jeeomes an additional fixed eliarge on society, for it is inevitable 
that the higher cost of accidents to the employer will in the read- 
jstment be added to the price of commodities and thus passed 
7n for the consumer to absorb. Some twenty-iour states have 
workmen's compensation laws of one type or another. 
None of 
[liewi professes to have a perfect statute, but it is the concensus of 
|pinion that in the long run both employer and employe are bene- 
ited by them. The problem in Indiana will have to be worked out 
actual practice, and hoAvever faulty the new law may prove to be, 
' is well that a start has been made.

He is an undesirable 
resident. 
He is marked for swattmg, 
and he will "get his." The public has 
pretty well learned its health lesson, 
and the fate of the fly is determined be- 
forehand in most communities. So well 
has the anti'fly propaganda been spread 
and BO active are organized fly swatter» 
in Indiana, that the state department 
of public health has turned to other 
things, and this year leaves the fly men- 
ace largely to be dealt with by local 
authorities, by clubs and by alert indi- 
viduals armed with punitive weapons. 
Beyond putting out a few cards and 
posters, on demand, the state health de- 
partment does not permit the fly prob- 
lem to intrude. 


A poster, headed largely and redly, 
"Death's Messenger," is a product of the 
Indiana state board of health. 


This poster very properly talks very 
plainly. 
It says: "Flies breed in filth, 
live in filth, carry filth on their feet 
and wings. 
Flies are a disgrace and 
are always evidence of neglected filth. 
Clean your premises." 


Tliia means stables, vaults, garbage 
cans, manure heaps, waste piles of all 
sorts. 
Tlie health department demands 


that garbage be kept in screened cans, 
properly disinfected; that vaults 
be 
screened and kept fly-proof. This latter 
rule is vitally important to prevent ty- 
phoid fever. 


The health department 
»ays 
flics 
carry into the home such scourges as 
typlioid fever, diarrheal disease», scar' 
let fever, diphtheria, cholera infantum 
and tuberculosis or consumption. It is, 
therefore, demanded no citizen shall per- 
mit a breeding place for flics to exist on 
his premises or in his immediate neigh- 
borhood. "Either the man must kill the 
fly or the fly will kill the man," is the 
slogan of the health officers. 


The householder is warned to keep 
flies out of the house—to use screens 
and poison and the swatter. 
"Do not 
allow flies near your food—especially 
milk," says the warning. 
Further, in 
the name of safety and health, the pru- 
dent citizen is instructed not to pat- 
ronize a merchant who keeps a dirty 
store or who tolerates filth and flies. 


Just by way of a "cracker" on the 
lash of prudence—"Swat the fly!"

Austrian Experts Wrestle 
With Many Attempts to 
Evade the Rules. 


Vienna, March 20.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Prcgs.—Forty thousand 
lettor.s, in more than forty languages 
and dialects, to be read daily; Becret 
'messages written in cipher with invisi- 
Ltlo inks to be discovered and puzzled 
out; all manner of questions from dis- 
tracted parents about the whereabouts 
of their sons to be answered; thousands 
of complaints from Austrians regard- 
ing their treatment in foreigi^ deten- 
tion camps and prisons to be investi- 
gated. 


Tlie&c are some of the duties of the 
censors—between 200 and 300 of them 
—who form the persoiinal of tlie cen- 
sorship bureau of the Austrian empire, 
which is located in the war ministry; 
and which has been dubbed "Tlie Or- 
ganized Babel." Both incoming and out- 
going letters have to 
be 
scrutinized 
carefully, and the variety of dialects 
in the empire, in addition to the large 
number of tongues spoken by the Aus- 
trian prisoners, make it necessary to 
keep the largest bureaii in Europe. 


Tlio stafT includes more than 200 vol- 
untary workers, who arc divided into 
groups according to 
their 
familiarity 
Avith Russian. Czech, Gcrmau, 
Slavic. 
Serbian, Croatian, Italian, Pioumanian, 
Ruthenian, Polish, l^onch and English 
languages and dialects. 
The 
Russian 
censors in turn are divided 
up 
into 
groups who know the Esthenian, Fin- 
nish, Lettish, Armenian, Persian, Turk- 
ish, Tartar and Hebrew tongues. 
The 
Russian prisoners even receive letters 
in Bcssarabic and Sanskrit. 


At the head of each gjoup is a re- 
sponsible oflicial, before whom must bo 
laid each svispiqious letter, and 
each 
missive containing useful information, 
He in turn makes a monthly report to 
the chief censor, and the latter reports 
to the minister of war. 


More or less innocent attempts to de- 
ceive the censor, especially in notifying 
friends and relatives of their exact lo- 
cation and condition, arc made repeat- 
edly, particularly 
by 
the 
Russians. 
Ninety per ccnt. of such i-fTortp origi- 
nate among the Russian prisoners who 
appear from earlier experience in their 
own country, to bo familiar Avith the 
Mays and means of sending out secrets 
and who think that even innocent in- 
formation must be sent in this way. 
« *

So altered are conditions in Styria, 


once the vacation Mecca of tourists, 
that the authorities have had to for- 
bid the use of linen and cotton napkins 
in hotels, restaurants and cafes.

A total of 2,241 letters were received 
by the department in answer to its in- 
quiries. 
The replies covered the wid"- 
est possible range. 
The greatest de- 
mand, however, was for more workers, 
either for the farm or for the house 
work on it, principally the latter. 
In 
several cases the letters were signed by 
men who wrote either on their own ini- 
tiative or recorded their Avives' views. 
The majority recognized that women on 
the farms do not always receive their 
full due and that improvements 
am 
needed to free them from unnecessary 
drudgery and to make their lives hap- 
pier, less lonely and more endurable. 


The loneliness, isolation and lack of 
social and educational opportunity on 
the farm form text of letters from all 
parts of the United States. Several of 
the letters complaining 
of 
loneliness 
come from the counties 
in the older 
farming sections that arc well populat- 
ed and well provided with roads or in- 
terfarm communications. 


One Never Had a Vacation. 


"In all tliese years I have never had 
a vacation, never belonged to a club or 
any organization, and never went to 
church or to an entertainment; had no 
time to visit a neighbor—just worked 
early and late, with a snatch for read- 
ing in between. Do you wonder we get 
lonely and discouraged and arc ignorant 
and uncultured, for our city cousins to 
make fun over, and how. we long to get 
away from the farm for good?" was a 
striking part of a letter, not written 
from an isolated spot in the west, but 
from the most prosperous farming sec- 
tion of Ohio.

Tlie arrival of field cannon for a 
Villa bombardment o^ Matamoros, an 
event which has caused some worry «s 
to Brownsville's safety, and the time 
when the Villa troops will renew their 
assault on Matamoros, are 8urroinid«-.d 
with considerable gecrecv. Although the 
Villa artillery was reported only about 
seventy-five miles away from Mata- 
moros at the beginning of the siege, the 
Villa forces appear to be in a hurry to 
get tlié field pieces to Matamoros.

Some time ago I -was startled by having this question flame out upon mc 
from the headlines of a daily newspaper: "Who was Jesus?' 


Well, let us try to find out wlio He was from some of the people who 
lived when He was'here in the flesh, and who met Him face to face. 


The first I will question are a strong man and his wife, and so to them I 
will say:

Des Moines, la.. April 1.—Let Uncle 
Bam turn every unused army post into 
a military academy. 
Induce young men 
to train there to become officers in the 
national guard or in any force of vol- 
imteers raised for national defense. 


This is the best solution yet offered 
fc:- America's big problem of war* pre- 
paredness. 


It has been before the adjutants gen- 
eral of the different states, comprising 
the national guard association, for a 
year, and is likely to be taken up ag- 
gressively, soon. 
What 
is more, 
the 
idea is being given serious attention by 
the war college at Washington. 


Officers of the national guard elected 
by their men, as jwovided by most stat(! 
eoQstitutions at present, are generally

then the guard ha« not advanced as fast 
as the professional soldier of the regu- 
lar army. 


This condition of an eflficient army 
and an improperly officered guard has 
been noticeable since the civil war, and 
no basic plan has been advocated to cor- 
rect the error. 


It costs four years' time and $10,000 
in money to turn out a West Pointer— 
and he is worth it. 
At the same time 
there is practically no educational re- 
quirement for a guard officer, who 
in 
times of war has the sam« duties on 
the field as the professional soldier, the 
West Point graduate. 


Right here i^ the national error which 
my idea will correct at small cost. 


Let the congress pass a law authoriz- 
ing the war department to designat« 
four or more now-vacant army posts in 
different parts of the country as mili- 
tary academies for the guard and vol- 
unteers. 


Let the enlisted men, except the band, 
of four regiments of regulaj infantry 
be transferred to other regiments, the 
ranks of which are only half filled at 
present. The fifty or so officers of each 
of these four regiments will be the fac- 
ulty at each academy. 


Then let each senator and congress- 
man appoint from tho national guards- 
men in his state or dbtrict enough ca 
dets to these academics to make 600 in 
each. 
These cadets will upon arrival 
be given an entrance examination simi- 
lar to that at West Point; t h ^ 
will 
have the social standing of Wtm Point 
cadets and receive practically the same 
training for four years, although the 
pay need not be more than that receiv- 
ed by the enlisted men,'they replace. 


There are many practically 
vacant 
army posts in different 
parts of 
the 
country, now standing idle and useless, 
any one of which would make an ex- 
cellent military academy to train young 
men, not only to be officers of the guard 
and a volunteer army, but to be educat- 
ed citizens. 


Upon their discharge, at the end of 
four years, the graduates of th« differ- 
ent academies will return to civil life. 
Many would naturally join the national 
guard and soon become 
officers 
and 
greatly build it up; others would, be- 
cause of their education, be of great 
service in commending volunteers 
in 
time of war. 


Aside from the military/aapeet of this 
idea, which has met with hearty en- 
dorsement by many high officers of the 
army, it should appeal to the fathers 
of American boys, who are anxious to 
give their sons 
higher education, but 


are unable to furnish the money for the 
purpose. 


Tho cost to the government would not 
be much more than the support of the 
same number of enlisted men now in 
the army. 
The pay would be the same 
and the only additional cost would be 
for the employment of civilian profes- 
sors to assist as educators, purchase 
books, etc. 


The free higher education would in- 
duce thousands of youths to strive for 
appointment to these academies and tho 
number of such schools need be limited 
only by the wishes of the government 
for"educated officers.

which the carpenter had entered, when 
suddenly the huge paddle wheel l>egan 
to turn over! 
THe engineer was testing 
liis engine. 


The carpenter was flung 
helplessly 
down among the blades and braces. 
In 
an instant he would have been crushed 
to death. 
McNeil leaped in after him, 
grabbed the luckless man and clung with 
him to a blade: 
Around and aroimd 
the pair whirled, gasping, battered, now 
dashed into the water, now lifted high 
in the air. AMien word finally reached 
the engineer and the wheel was stop- 
ped, as fate would have it McNeil and 
his now unconscious burden were cling- 
ing to the lowest blade—seven feet un- 
der water! 


McNeil still had the presence of mind 
to break the carpenters death grip on 
the paddle, and to dive outward with 
one mighty effort, and swimming des- 
perately to clear the wheel and over- 
hanging paddle box and get his man to 
the Surface: Here he sustained him till 
a ladder and rope were let down to res- 
cuo thcni! 


On another occasion, only a few years 
ago, four-year-old Johnny \Miite fell ofT 
ii new ferry dock, at the foot of I>es- 
brosscs street into a great bog of ooze 
whifli was left there at low tide.

was drawn deeper into its slimy depths. 
Finalh" he disappeared completely! 


•Tusf. at that moment McNeil 
came 
along auii dove headlong after the boy 
Ho, went clear under when he hit—for

croam," to use ;McXeir3 own words. One 


could neither wade nor swim in it. 


But the rescuer fought liis way up to 
the surface again, and Avhen he appeared 
he had the child in his arms! 
Then be- 
gan a glim fight with the choking mud 
which slowly drew the two deeper and 
deeper into its shiny depths. 
Just in 
time a rope was thrown to McNeil and 
he Avas dragged to the dock. The child 
was dead. 
5£cNeill was hardly better 
olT. 


Last summer McNeil rescued three 
men from drowning in less than one 
month! 


TJie first deed occurred on© 
night, 
when two sailors who could not swim 
fell into the gap between the excursion 
steamer Oriental and the dock she was 
just leaving. 
McNeil dove to their res- 
cue, and a^fter a desperate struggle, in 
which he risked both being drawn un- 
der by the treacherous suction of the 
ship's paddle wheel, and being crushed 
between the ship and the dock, he got 
both the struggling men to safety! 


It was this rescue on which McNeil 
based bis application for a Carnegie 
award, and which the commission con- 
sidered inadequate to constitute him a 
hero.'

"I don't know whether I'm a hero or 
not,'' said ^IcNeil to tlje Sentinel corrc' 
spondent. "But I do know that I can't 
ever hear a drowning-man yell for help 
—and God knows I've heard it often— 
Avithout my heart gives 
a great 
big 
jump of pity, and nothing 
on 
earth 
could keep me from goin' right in after 
him."'

Work for 20 Cents a Day 
Again — For the First 
Time He Wears Shoes 
and Eats Three Square 
Meals a Day — Villa's 


C a p i t a l Quiet, Busy, En- 
Joying Life. 


(Editor^fl note—Is Mexico a 
country 
devastated, a nation full of starvation, 
misery and murder? le it in a condition 
which, demands Aiaerican intervention? 
Are Boos0velt and certain newspapers 
and interests right in urging that our 
army step in and stop the revolution? 
These are important questions and de- 
mand more than off-hand answers. They 
demand replies backed by real 
first- 
hand eividence. 
For that reason the 
Sentinel and a number of associated 
ZLewspapem sent David Bruce, a trained 
newspaper man, to 3Iezieo.

Chihuahua, Chihuahua, Mexico, April 
l . ^ I ' shall never forget my first day 
tére. in a Mexican city—ChUiuahua, the 
eiipital of the Villa government, a city 
of 45,000 popjdation. 


I came ei^ecting to see horror and 
starvation, suffering and an arrogant 
soldiery. 
And instead I saw a peace- 
ful, comfortable, well-fed population. I 
saw people who four years ago had nev- 
er worn shoes or tasted meat; and all 
of them 
wore 
shoes—American-made 
shoes, at that. 


This, of course, is the seat of the 
Villa, civil government, which is organ- 
ized much more eflR-ciently than I imag- 
ined possible. The military power, nat- 
urally, still is supreme. The state gov- 
ernor, treasurer, auditor and such, ful- 
fill« fheir offices as civil authorities ; the 
eoinrts are open; the peace of the city 
fiiiili the hands of club-anned police- 
fart^i. although soldiers guard the fed- 
•«nif building, the governor's palace and 
' Iloiéé, Ifrs. Villa's residence 
aiid the 


i l e a ' s hand, however, is quick to ap-

I have seen less drunkenness during 
the three weeks I hiive been here than 
I have seen in any United States city 
in a like period. 
I do 
not say 
the 
drunkenness may not be here, as I have 
not been going around tl^ cantinas, but 
I am very sure it does not appear on 
the streets or in public places between 
9 a, m. and midnight. 


Further, of the Mexicans I have seen 
drunk, only three or four were soldiers. 
I have seen more drunken Americans 
than Mexican soldiers and civilians com- 
bined. 
I have'never seen a woman in- 
sulted here. 
And if a drunken soldier 
or officer should insule a gringo, the 
gringo can have him arrested at onee. 
ShoSd he insult an American woman 
ho is shot. 


I also thought all business would be 
at a standstill 
here. 
It is 
not. 
Of 
course it is not .running full blast, but 
there' is quite a respectable amount of 
it going on. I think if you would visit 
any big city in America just now you 
would find stores closed. 
Tliere are 
no closed stores in Chihuahua. 


The smelter, five miles out, is run- 
ning to capacity.. The mines at Santa 
Eulali, CSnsi and other placc»'are run- 
ning, although 
the 
operators—Ameri- 
cans-^a re : threatening to 
close down 
because the gemnmeni is trying (noth^ 
ing is settled yet) 
to ineréiuie their 
taxes from 5 to-12 1-2 per cent,

street cars run every day. The railroad 
service is bad, beüig interfered with by 
military operations. 
Yet, 
considering 
all things, it serves. 


The gun factory, of course, runs night 
and day; as does the pigmy mint which 
ttu-ns out copper 5 centavo pieces, the 
only coin money in northern Mexico just 
now. 


Naturally the question of 
biisiness 
brings up the awful stories of starva- 
tion one hears in the states. 
If you 
have read much of the conditions 
in 
Mexico before the revolution you doubt- 
less remember the standard wages for 
a peon was 20 cents a day and that. no 
peon ever wpre shoes or ate meat. The 
peon doesn't have to work' for that any 
more. 
His wages are going up and the 
pay of over-priced Americans imported 
here by tho American corporations is 
going down. The scales will soon meet. 


Now you can walk for a day through 
the streets of Chihuahua and never see 
man, wonyin, boy or girl, who is 
not 
wearing American shoes. 
And it is a 
safe bet that whoever is wearing shoes 
is eating meat three times a day. That's 
what the revolution has already done. 


Villa has kept the prices down, too. 
Living is very cheap. While the peso's 
valué is only 11 1-4 cents its purchasing 
power to tho Mexican who knows 'M'horij 
and how to do his marketing, is muoh 
greater. A s t r ^ t car ride costs 6 een- 
tavoa, or 1-2 of. an Amerlcaa eent.

SOIL SURVEY PLANNED. 


Government to Do Work in One Indiana 
County This Summer. 


Wa.shington, April 1.—^Plans for a soil 
survey of one county in Indiana, this 
coming summer, are Deing made by the 
department of agriculture. 
This work; 
that will be under way in a few weeks 
will be carried on by a federal soil ex- 
pert, yet to be selected. 
His assistwt 
will be an experienced employe of the 
state geologist of Indiana. 


"The department of agriculture, work- 
ing in connection with the state authori- 
ties, has made a survey of 20 per- cent, 
of Indiana's area," said Milton Whitney, 
soil physicist and chief of the bureau of 
soils. 
"We have received requests, to 
make soil surveys of thirty counties in 
Indiana. 
More than 7,800 square miles 
in Indiana have been surveyed by the 
bureau of soils, with the aid of the state 
authorities. 
That this worlc has been 
of great value to farmers in particular 
I and others in general is indicated by the 
requests "we receive here from time to 
time for bulletins and maps outlining 
the results of the investigation."

Studying the Compensation Law. 


Speaking before a gathering of sojnc 300 Indianapolis manufac- 


turers, Frank M. Smith, secretary of the Indiana Manufacturers' as- 
sociation, discussed a day or two ago in interesting fashion some of 
the details of the new Indiana workmen's compensation law as it is 
likely to affect both employer and employe. It was one of the most 
far-reaching enactments of the recent legislature and is of such gen 
eral interest that any authoritative elucidation of its operations is oi 


. yery high value. Very naturally there is as yet much lack of ac- 


curate information'because the act has not been officially promul- 
gated and distributed, and both employer and employe are at sea re- 
garding jits effect. 


• .' Mr. Smith explained that the new law becomes effective Sep- 
tember k and the theory of the act is to prevent people from becom- 
ijcg state charges. He set at rest many doubts when he declared thu 
' new law would prove more expensive to manufacturers than the 
"present employers' liability law, but that, in the etii, it would prove 
far more satisfactory.

' He explained the UCAV law sought efficiency, as well as economy, 


/inasmuch as the employer would have the right to look after the 
•injured employe personally, thereby saving the loss of time by the 


- -employe's absence and preventing inferior work by less experienced

* the words "one half" to 55 per cent, in the clause: ""When death 
•/results from the injury within 300 weeks there shall be paid in addi- 


to, burial expenses not to exceed $100, a weekly compensation 


-equal to 'one-half of the deceased's average weekly wages during 
•mich remaining part of the 300 weeks."

Primarily, of course, a compensation law passed by any state 


.becomes an additional fixed charge on society, for it is inevitable 
•that the higher cost of accidents .to the employer will iu the read- 
justment be added to the price of commodities and thus passed 
down for the consumer lo absorb. Sonic twenty-lour status have 
workmen's compensation laws of one type or another. 
None of 


them professes to have a perfect statute, but it is the concensus ._ 
opinion that in the long 'run botli employer and employe arc bene- 
fited by them. The problem in Indiana will have to be worked out 
.'by-actual practice, and however faulty the new law may prove to be, 
it is well that a start has been made.

and tuberculosis or consumption.. It is; 
therefore, demanded no citizen shall per 
mil a breeding place for flies to exist on 
his premises or in his immediate neigh- 
borhood. "Hither the man must kill the 
fly or the fly will kill the man," is the 
slogan of the health officers. 


The householder is warned to keep 


flies out of the house—lo use screens 
and poison and Die swatter. 
"Do not 


allow flies near your food—especially 
milk," says the warning. 
Further, in 


the name of safety and health, the pru- 
dent citizen is instructed not to pat- 
ronize a merchant who keeps a dirty 
store or who tolerates filth and flies.

Vienna, March 20.— Correspondence of 


the Associated Press. — Forty thousand 
letters, in more than forty languages 
and dialects, to be read daily; secret 
messages written in cipher with invisi- 
blo inks to be discovered anil pu/./.lcfl 
out; all' manner of questions from dis- 
tracted parents about the whereabouts 
of their sons to be answered; thousands 
of complaint!) from Austrians regard- 
ing their treatment in foreign detcn^ 
tion camps and prisons to be investi- 
gated. 


These aru somo of Iho duties of tho 


censors— -between 2(JO and 300 of them 
— who form the pcrsoiinal of the cen- 
sorship bureau of the Austrian empire, 
which is located in the war ministry, 
and which has been dubbed "Tho Or- 
gai,iied Babel." Both incoming and out- 
going letters have to be scrutinized 
carefulry, and the variety of dialects 
in the empire, in addition to the large 
number of tongues spoken by the AUB- 
rian prisoners, make it necessary to 
teep the largest bureau in Europe.

Washington, March 31.—"They say in 


the' papers many millions are without 
employment in towns. Why can't the 
government direct them to the farms, 
where wages are good, to help the poor, 
tired farm women." 
' So wrote the wife of an Oklahoma 
farmer to the department of agriculture 
in response to a blanket inquiry sent 
out asking for suggestions as to how 
to make the life of the women on the 
farm more endurable. 
' 


A total of 2,241 letters were received 


by the department in answer to its in- 
quiries. The replies covered the wid- 
est possible range." The greatest de- 
mand, however, was for more workers, 
cither for the farm or for the house 
work on it, principally the latter. In 
several cases the letters were signed by 
men who wrote cither on their own ini- 
tiative or recorded their wives' views. 
The majority recognized that women on 
the farms do not always receive their 
full duo and that improvements 
are 


needed lo free them from unnecessary 
drudgery and to make their lives hap- 
pier, less lonely ant! more endurable. 


The loneliness, isolation and lack of 


social and educational opportunity on 
1hc farm form text of letters from all 
parts of the United States. Several of 
the letters complaining of loneliness 
come from tho. counties 
in the older 


farming sections that are well populat- 
ed and well provided with roads or in- 
tcrfarm communications. 


One Never Had a Vacation. 


"In all thcsp years I have never had 


a vacation, never belonged to a club or 
any organization, and never went to 
church or to an entertainment; had no 
time to visit a neighbor—just worked 
early nnd late, with a snatch for read- 
ing in between. Do you wonder we gel 
lonely nnd discouraged nnd are icnoran 
and nneulturcd. for oitr city cousins to 
make fun over, and how we long to gc 
away from the farm for good?'1 was a 
striking pnrt of n letter, not written 
from an isolated spot in the vosl. bil 
from the most prosperous farming sec- 
tion of Ohi'i.

And the giant boxer before leavlns .for 


Havana, where the battle will bo staged 
next Monday, promised each of his. chil- 
dren that he would win and sealed the 
promise with a kiss. 


For. according to Mrs. Willard, victory 


to her husband spells happiness, 
not 


glory. It will allow him to watch his 
sturdy little namesake, Jess Willard, jr., 
and his three daughters grow into man- 
hood and womanhood. 


It will mean that he can return to the 


outdoor life he loves so well, and It will 
end the ring career of the giant boxer. 


"If he wins," said Mrs. Willard, with her
